•WEST POINT, X. Y.. June 12.—The 


centennial celebration of the West Point 
military academy was ended today with 
the presentation of diplomas to tlic grad- 
uating class. The weather was fine and 
the ceremony took place out of doors on 
ihe part o.f the parade grounds known as 
'•Cavalry Plain." An open tent over a 
platform liad been erected for the speak- 
ers and officials and standing at the 
front of the platform President Roose- 
velt presented each new officer with his 
diploma. 


It wss expected the president would 


make a few remarks, but ho simply shook 
Stands with each cadet. On the platform 
besides the president were Gen. Horace 
Porter, Gen. Miles, Secretary Root, Sec- 
retary 
.Moody, 
Postmaster 
Geneml 


Payne, the Chinese Minister, AVu Ting 
Fung. Senator Pettos of Alabama, Sena- 
tor Quarles of Wisconsin, Gov. Odell, the 
Italian ambassador, Sir. Dea Planches, 
Generals Corbin, Young, Scliofield. Mc- 
Cook, Brooke, the Bight Hev. Tlr. ('uni- 
ty, the academic board of the iu-:idemy, 
Chekib BPV, and Congressman Pick of 
Ohio. 


The audience, 
comprising ladies 
in 


fashionable summer costume and the en- 
tire emlet corps nnd several hundred vis- 
itors occupied chairs on the lawn under 
trees mu! tile clear sky and beautiful 
scenery about West—Eoint gave thtr- ex- 
erei.-cs a picturesque setting. 


The speakers were General Dick for 


the board ot visitors. Secretary Hoot for 
the government and General Miles for 
the army. 


General Dick said in part after giving 


advice to the cadets: 


"The ware conducted by the United 


States 
never have been 
for conquest, 


c'uba is now a sister republic and 1'orto 
Rico has more freedom nnd contentment 
than ever. The war with Spain was un- 
avoidable and we came into the posses- 
sion of the Philippines as a result, Oiir 
authority must be as absolute as our re- 
sponsibil'ity. That we will stand glor- 
iously in the work we have taken up in 
the Philippines, the world nuw knows.'' 


Secretary Koot said it was a funda- 


mental 
principle that 
the 
military 


branch 
of the government 
should be 


mibject to tl.o control of the civil. The 
regular army in time of war, he said, was 
a nucleus of a greater organization in- 
cluding the militia and national yuarcl 
and he advised the cudets to get the good 
will of these bodies «r.d of citizens in- 
terested in the army. 


The secretary tolU how an old officer 


i nthe late war happened to come under 
the command of a young volunteer olfi 
er and yet continued to do his duty, with 
out. giving any sign of the feelings he 
must have had n> an old and faithful sol- 
dier. "Hi* conduct attracted attention 
and thu president," said 
the 
speaker 


-picked him out to lead the American 
army to Pokin, Gen. A. R. Chaffee. It 
was because he ruled his own spirit that 
the president thought he could take a 
city. 


The crowd of visitors gradually left 


early in the afternoon and after the 
president had gone there were few left 
on th academic ground*. 


Gen. Miles' remarks were chiefly those 


of an older, to younger officers and re- 
ferred almost wholly to the business of 
war.

MORSE FILES AN ANSWER 


County 
Supervisor 
of Assessors 


Denies Allegations in Toto in 


H. R. Edwards Complaint. 


This afternoon an answer was filed in 


the ense of the state of Wisconsin 
on 


he 
relation of Hugh K. Edwards, . re- 


lator, against Edwin Horse, 
defendant, 


ho was recently elected supervisor of 


assessors by the county board of super- 


isors and ogainst whom the suit was 


commenced on the ground that he. was 
illegally elected, not being qualified for 
the position. 


The answer cites that the defendant 


denies all of the allegations in the com- 
plaint, except a few facts admitted. It 
alleges that Mr. Morse was born in the 
town of Rochester in 1840 and has 
re- 


sided in the county ever since: that he 
was duly elected supervisor of assessors, 
qualified and entered upon the duties of 
his office and that he 'gave a bond of 
$3,000; that the county board fixed the 
compensation- at $4 per day for each day 
employed; that he entered 
upon his 


duties and has 
faithfully, 
impartially 


and honestly discharged all the duties 
of the office; that he has met with op- 
position from a certain class of individ- 
uals, persons who have money loaned in 
Racine county upon real estate mort- 
gages, and upon which they have not in 
the past paid tuxes and that these per- 
sons have attempted 
to prevent 
him 


from discharging the duties of his office, 
in his efforts to ascertain the real facts 
for the purpose of taxation. 


The answer further alleges that an as- 


sociation has been formed with the ob- 
ject of preventing the defendant from 
discharging the duties of lus office and 
that the members in this association 
have contributed money to a fund to be 
expended in the unlawful purpose of pre- 
venting him from performing the duties 
of his office. That tlio defendant is in- 
formed and believes that Hugh R. Ed- 
wards, the relator, has a sum exceeding 
$42,(lOO loaned on real estate mortgages 
in this county; that he has never paid 
any personal property tax and has avoid- 
ed nnd prevented these mortgages from 
being assessed for taxation. 


Tha-t lie is a member of the said asso- 


ciation, organized to fight the defendant 
and that he brings th'is suit at the in- 
stigation of the association and as rep-^ 
•eventing the same, with the 1 sole ami 
unlawful object of impeding, hampering 
and embarrassing the defendant in the 
discharge of his duties. 


And the defendant prnys that judg- 


ment be rendered against Hugh R. Kd- 
wants, the relator, and the state of Wis- 
consin. 


And that in tluit judgment, the defend- 


ant. Eilwin Morse, be adjudged the law- 
fully elected and duly qualified supervis- 
or of assessments of Rucine -jonnty, and 
that he lie allowed to exercise the rights 
uncl functions of said oflice, and receive 
the emoluments thereof. 


34MOLDERS 


QUIT WORK 


Men Employed at Holbrook-Arm- 


strong Plant Inaugurate Strike. 


10,000 SURRENDERED 


Many of Boers Who Fought British 


Mere Children—Bitter Againstj 


France and Germany. 


PRETORIA, Wednesday, June 11.— In 


all 10,225 Boers have surrendered up to 
date. Many 
are youngsters from 
11 


years up. The majority of them arc un* 
der thirty, though some of the burghers 
who have surrendered ar« septuagenar- 
ians. Reports from nil the districts say 
that the burghers are increasingly friend- 
ly. The 
only 
bitterness 
observable 


among the leading Boers here is against 
France and Germany. They declare the 
war was protracted unnecessarily owing 
to hopes held out by the French and Ger- 
man press. Some of the Boers arc so in- 
censed that they have expressed the hope 
thiit some day they will fight on the side 
of the British against one of these pow- 
ers. 


The anticipated friction between the 


surrendered Boers and their former com- 
rades of the national scouts has not ma- 
terialized to any extent. 


The Boers admit they received ammu- 


nition through Portuguese territory. 


Gen. Dewet says the youngsters were 


his best fighters and frequently held po- 
sitions after the. older burghers had 
cleared out. 
The Boers of the Orange 


River colony are handing in only a 
small percentage of their ammunition. 
They explain that they used most of it 
in hunting game since the peace agree- 
ment was signed. 


Addressing the surrendered Boers at 


Kronstadt, Orange River Colony, Gen. 
Elliott said the only wish of King Ed- 
ward and the British people was to help 
the burghers and get them back to their 
farms as soon as possible. The king, 
the general added, had telegraphed con- 
gratulating the burghers on . the 
good 


stnnil they had made. This announce- 
ment was greeted with lusty cheers for 
the king aid for Lord Kitchener.

Regard to New Sole. 


The beginning of the . iron molders' 


strike, which has been anticipated for 
some time, is now on and it is feared 
many more will join their ranks before 
Saturday night if the 
difficulties are 


not settled. 


Yesterday afternoon thirty-four mold- 


ers, the entire number employed at the 
shops of the Holbrook-Armstrong com- 
pany, walked out upon receiving the 
final answer of the manager and superin- 
ttndent, John Armstrong, that his com- 
pany would not comply with the de- 
mands of a notice served upon the com- 
pany by 
the Molders union No. 310, 


which was supposed to take effect .on 
May 1. 


The molders are all firm in the opin- 


ion that they will not return until 
the 


company complies with their demands-. 


Several of the molders in conversation 


with a Journal reporter today stated 
that they were not .making more than 
an ordinary' 'laborer's wages, and tTot 
was those men who were doing piece 
work at the foundry, 


In the past they have been working 


ten hours per day, and the scale which 
has been paid them was $2.50 
per clay 


for bench molders and $2.05 
for floor 


men, while others were working on a 
varied 'scale on piece work. The notice 
sent out by the ortieers of the union to 
all the managers of the grey iron foun- 
dries, which was to take effect on May 1 
was u demand for 
the 
adoption of a 


scale of $2.(io per day for bench molders 
and $2.85 per day for lloor men, while 
the--men working ou the-piece work 
should receive a-rule - o f 
~i per'- cent on 


every dollar's worth of casting turned 
out. 


The molders claim that no attention 


was paid to their demands and that the 
management of the shop only replied to 
them that they would sign the scale if 
the other shop mer. in the city would 
do the same; tiling. 


This afterno.on State Business Mana- 


ger Bohn of Milwaukee arrived in 
the 


i-ity, nnd after a short meeting at 
(lie 


Trades and Labor council ball went to 
meet the officers 
of Uic Holbrook-Arm- 


strong company. 


The company had this afternoon com- 


plied with all the demands of the union 
wtih the exception of the scale of a pel- 
cent increase on the piece work nnd this 
they claim they efinrot pay. What will 
be the outcome of tiie strikp cannot be 
stated at this time, but it is feared that 
it will spread to the other ships of the 
city. 


Regarding the conditions in the other 


shops, the men arc 
nil at work. The 


officers 
of 
the Chahner's factory 
on 


Twelfth street have complied with the 
demands of the aiioldcrs' union. At the 
Dickey foundry tlie matter is still hang- 
ing fire and 
it is feared Hint the men 


who are lit work will be called out if 
the difficulties are not soon settled. 


This evening a mass meeting 
of the 


•molders will be held nnd the matters 
pertaining to 
the strike 
will be dis- 


cussed, nnd some arrangement may be 
made to have a gencrnl arbitration con- 
ference with Ihc managers of life vari- 
ou? shops.

ARBITRATION^ REMEDY 


Important Steps Taken in Chicago 


Toward Preventing Strikes. 


Tenmsteri nnd Street C.r Employ*. M»ke , 


Ajreonien1» With Their Employe" 


toLHtOncYur. 


CHICAGO, June 12.—Arbitration of la- 


bor disputes has won two important vie 
tories in Chicago. The teamsters have 
reached an agreement with the /team 
ownefs and employers, and. after a long 
confereTioc between the officials and em- 
ployers of the City Railway company an 
arbitration agreement has been adopted. 
This t;nds the last danger of a strike on 
the south side traction lines. 


Committees of tho. Teamsters' Union 


and of the team owners and employers 
met at the Great orthern hotel, talked 
over the arbitration plans, and adopted 
them. They were incorporated in a res- 
olution the vital portion'of which reads 
as follows: 


"The contracting parties agree to sub- 


mit to the arbitration 'of this board all 
differences between the .contracting par- 
ties which do now or may arise during 
the life.of this agreement." 


The agreement lasts''one year from 


date. It gives to the union a full rec- 
ognition of its right to exist and treat 
with the employers. It-gives to the em- 
ployer the knowledge that there will be 
no sympathetic strikes during its life. 
These two points, the. most vital 
in 


trades unionism, have never- before been 
incorporated into such an 
agreement. 


The board is a representative one and 
contains the business agents of the un- 
ions, an'd the heads of the largest team- 
ing interests concerned. 


.The. traction agreement was the re- 


gult of a conference between the officers 
of the South Division Union 260 of the 
street railway employes 
and 
General 


Manager Robert McCulloch of the Chica- 
go City Railway company at the latter's 
office." For one year all 'disputes are to 
be settled by an arbitration board. There 
is to be another special arbitration com- 
mittee to puss on the.question of rein- 
statement of the 
discharged employes 


now out. 
The company gives full recog- 


nition to the union.

duced jn Denmark. In 1872 Mr. and 
Mrs. Hanson emigrated to America and 
settled at Oconto, Wis. In 1879 the}- 
came to Racine and here he engaged in 
the manufacture of root'beer. He re- 
tired in 1SS2, bought property 
in' the 


western section of the city and estab- 
lished the famous Hausen park, known 
as the resort for/picnics, balls and other 
gathering of almost every society 
in 


Racine and of many in tlie stale. Mr. 
Hanson is baXjy crippled with rheuma- 
<ti»m, but his wife does not look more 
than 40 years old. The}' have had eight 
children, one being

RECALLS CRUEL MURDER 


Fight of an Alleged Adopted Son 


to Obtain Burlington Property. 


Left by' the I*U Anton Cook-DMiilCd 


Ai.in.t Hlm-Murder ill 1*08 


Bocallcd. 


In the county court yesterday, as was 


briefly stated in the Journal last even- 
ing, Judge Max W. Heclc rendered ft de- 
cision in the celebrated Cook ease. Tes- 
timony heard revealed an. interesting 
and remarkable story, dating back over 
fifty years. Anton Cook, when a boy 14 
years of age, emigrated from Germany 
•to America. In the year 1S45 or 1846, 
he located in the town of Burlington, 
w-'here he took up land. Soon he owned 
a fine farm and when of age 
married. 


His wife died and there were no chil- 
dren. He married a second 
time and 


nine children were born. One day dur- 
ing the year of 1865 Mr. Cook sold 
a, 


large amount of grain and received sev- 
eral hundred dollars. With his wife he 
went to Burlington, leaving a. little niece 
14 years old nnd two children at home. 
When they returned at night a horrible 
sight met their eyes. The niece a-nd the 
two children had ben murdered, litcrally 
cut to 
pieces with an ax. 
Bureau 


drawers and other places in the house 
hnd ben broken open, evidence that the 
murder was committed by some person 
•having robbery in view. The murderer 
was never apprehended. In 1873 Cook 
died leaving an estate worth 
$25,000, 


but no will. The surviving 
wife and 


three c'liildren took possession of the 
property. 
Recer.tly they applied in the 


county court for a certificate of admin- 
istration. 


About this time a man ap-peared and 


said that he was Charles Cook, an 
adopted son of the late Anton Cook, and 
claimed to be one of the heirs of the 
estate. This stranger said 
that hia 


name when born was Charles Brockman; 
that his parents placed him in a Catho- 
lic institute and that Cook adopted him 
in 1857; that papers were made out' in 
the county court of Racine, but burned 
in the fire of 1861 ,whcn all records were 
destroyed. He claims to have left 
the 


Cook farm in the year 1S62, and his' tcs 
timony showed that he had traveled in 
pretty nearly every state of-the^'Union. 
Judge Heck held that there was no tes- 
timony to prove that the ma-n was an 
adopted .son of the deceased Cook, • and 
refused to recognize him as such or one 
of the heirs, and the propery goes to the 
widow and three daughters who were" in 
court, as was the alleged son. 


NEELY IS GIVEN LIBERTY 


Former Post Office Official Senten- 


ced For Ten Years is Freed by 


Amnesty Bill. 


HAVANA, June 12— C. F. W. Neely, 


who March 24 was sentenced to ten 
years' imprisonment and to pay a line of 
$5(1,701 for complicity in the Cuban pos- 
tal frauds, was released yesterday under 
the bll signed by President Palma June 
9, granting amnesty to all- Americans 
convicted of crimes in Cuba during the 
term of the American occupation, 
and 


those awaiting trial. 


The trials before the audience 
court 


of Havana of the cases arising from the 
embezzlement of the Cuban postal funds 
resulted March 24 in the sentencing of 
C. F. W. Neely as set forth in the above 
dispatch; of W. H. Reeves to ten years' 
imprisonment and to pay a fine of $35,- 
510. . and of Estcs G. ftathbono 'to'ten 
years' imprisonment and to pay a'fine 
of S35..324. 


Reeves was pardoned 
and liberated 


April 22 by former Governor General of 
Cuba Leonard Wood because he was a 
witness for the state in the trials at 
Havana. 


Rathbone was released 
in $100,000 


bail April 21 and later President Roose- 
velt ordered that his case be reviewed.

ident of the board of directors of the 
Rapine Library association, makes the 
following statement 'in regard to the 
same, and at the same time lie says 
there will be no discussion on the part of 
the board relative to the matter: 


"In selecting an architect of wide ex- 


perience in library 
construction, 
the 


board of directors has followed the plan 
adopted i nmany American cities, aud 
strongly recommended -by tTie members 
of the library commission of this and 
other states. 


Mr. Mauran came to Rftcine at the in- 


vitation of the board and not of his own 
motion. He was selected as one of those 
with whom the board desired to confer, 
because of his recognized standing and 
ability as a library architect.

Drug company, experienced the 
sensa- 


tion shortly after 12 o'clock last night, 
of facing the muzzle of a revolver in the 
hand of a bold and desperate burglar. 
The unusual scene occurred in the store 
at the corner of Main and Sixth street, 
when "Jim" was awakened by a cra»h- 
ing of glass, came out of his room attir- 
ed in bath robes and found the cracks- 
man with the register open and about to 
help himself to the money, amounting to 
possibly $100. 


It was about 11:30 o'clock when Mr. 


Kradwijll and Mr. Casey locked up the 
place of business, Mrl Casey walking over 
to Hotel Rncine and Mr. Kradivcll going 
home.' Mr. Casey, who rooms in 
the 


rear of the drug store, soon returned and 
went to bed. Shortly 
after 
he was, 


awakened by a noise, sounding like the 
crash of glass. Hastily he arose, slipped' 
on a bathing robe, opened the door of 
his room and found that the store was, 
lighted up. His first thought was that 
one of the clerks had comeback and was 
waiting on a customer. 


• Walking leisurely into the main room 
he was astonished to observe a heavy art 
man, wearing a black mask, standing- 
with the large register open before him.' 
In an instant the man started toward; 
him. pointing a revolver at his head and 
at the same time yelling,. "Get back 
there! 
Get back there!" Mr. Ca««y 


had forgotten his revolver and being un- 
armed simply backed up and replied, "AH . 
right, old man. go ahead." The thief- 
backed him to his room, ordered him to. 
enter and close the door which 'he. did. 
The burglar ran to the back door, which 
he either had opened previously or pick- 
ed the lock, opened it and ran into .the 
alley. The moment Mr. Casey heard him 
go out. he opened his door, having part- 
ly dressed, and ran out of the side door 
to the rear of the store, revo'-'er irv 


hand, but failed to find any trace of the 
burglar.

THREE KILLED AT DANCE. 


BLOOMINGTON', III., June II.—Death 


and destruction followed in the wake of 
the worst tornado last ntght that has 
ever visited central Illinois. The wind 
wrought ruin and woe and the property 
loss will be tens of thousands of dollars. 
There is no way really of estimating the 
loss at present, owing to the uncertainty 
as to the effect upon the growing crops, 
which, it is feared, suffered heavily. 


The saddest feature, however, was the 


killing of t'.iroe young women'who were 
attending a, dante a t ' t h e . town hall of 
llerna, a small village ten miles east of 
this city. There was a party, of 250 
young men and women at the dance in 
the hall when the tornado struck the 
building about 
11 o'clock last night. 


Everybody rushed for the door. A num- 
ber of young men held the door.s to p.'c- 
vont the people from'escaping, fearing 
that they might be injured or killed if 
they got outside. 
About, half of them, 


however, escaped, and then the building 
collapsed. The 
others, wore • buried in 


the wreck. Three wore killed and forty 
or tifty others more or lc.-,s injured, some 
of them seriously.

The storm reached Bloomington about 


11 p. m., commencing with a .furious

Rain accompanied 


the wind and the business district sutler- 
cd severely. Many plate glass windows 
were blown in and the. stocks of goods 
b.irlly ilam.-.ged. Hundreds- of the best 
trees in the city were broken off at the 
trunks and the streets arc almost im- 
pa.ssable. Telegraph and telephone poles 
were broken off short and the wires add- 
ed to the blockade. Buildings all over 
the city were damaged but no lives were 
lost, A man standing on West Washing- 
ton street was blown SOO feet but es- 
caped with only bruises. 
Wealcyixn Uni- 


ver»itv, just on the eve of commencement 
week," had it* roof blown ofl', ana was 
badly damaged. 


The railroads report damaged tracks 


due to washout* and a number of freight 
wrecks due to telegraph poles falling on 
the tracks. So far as known, no one was 
killed or injured. 


Efforts are making to reach the small 


towns in the county, ss It is believed 
several of them must have suffered more 
or less damage.

Mr. GlttliiK" on Taxation. 


Editor Daily Journal: 


I have read your editorial in Satur- 


day's paper, in which you discuss my 
communication which appeared in your 
issue of May 31. and will nsk permission 
to UPC <i little of your valuable space to 
reply to the sumc. 


You criticise 'Governor La 
Folleitc. 


nnd try Lo show Unit 
lie was to blame 


for the failure of the railway taxation 
measures to he enacted into laws, and 
vou iissunie to quote parls of sentences 
that appeared 
in his message 
to the 


legislature, to prove that he was not in 
hnrniony 
with 
the 
tux commission. 


You say: 
"That when the railway at- 


torneys came to ar£iK' their bills before 
the 
"legislative committee that they 


quoted the governor's message to 
the 


disadvantage of the tax 
commission." 


Among other things you stated that, the 
governor h:id said in his message, that 
the railroads "had been fairer than the 
average of individuals,'' and ''thiit they 
had been paying ^0 J5-100 per cent 
as 


against 12 P-100 per cent pnid by other 
people 
on their personal properly." 


Any ore who will rend the message will 
see 
nfc 
a- 
glance 
that 
it 
is 


misleading to quote the above without 
giving correctly the whole sentence from 
which it was taken. Governor La Fol- 
Icltc in his message presented 
a 'table, 


prepared by the commissioner of statis- 
tics of Wisconsin, showing the assessed 
and market value of property of various 
kinds, and the taxes paid on each. He 
then said, ''These tables show that per- 
sonal property is assessed only 12 0-100 
per cent of-its uinrket value, railways 
arc assessed only 20 .T-100 per cent of 
their market value, while real estate is 
.assessed nearly 43 per cent of its mar- 
ket value, nnd presents a startling dis- 
closure, calling for prompt action on the 
part of the legislature. 
This action 


should discriminate neither in favor of 
or against any class or interest, but each 
indivirtu.il and every corporation tran- 
sacting business within the state, except 
sucTi fraternal and other asfociations as 
arc nmv expressly exempt from taxation 
by law. should he required to pay a just- 
ly proportionate share of the tn~ves." A 
careful perusal of the whole message 
shows that the governor was in full ac- 
cord with the ta,x commission. 


Among other thing* he said: "Though 


:it may require tuiotbfr biennial period 
.to 'complete this work of the tax com- 
mission, the fact should 
under no cir- 


cumstances, be mado the excuse or jus- 
tification for deitying such corrections 
of manifest incqaalities as it is-possible 
for the present legislature to effect. In- 
deed, the gr.c«.t task of the commission 
jn constructing a complete system may 
be aided bv remedying ovary defect pos- 
sible 
in tie 
existing law, either by 


amendment or ind*penden-t not a-t tins 
session, thus advancing along the line of 
revision, and tenting results wherever 
possible. In the meantime the excess of 
burden which has so long rested tipon 
certilin d-iwaes of our citizens would be 
transferred to those who have carried 
less than -a proportionate share in 
the 


past. Every act of government 
should 


be fair and'just, and no portion of the 
system which allows certain ctaaoes of 
property to escape taxation, wholly 
:>r 


in part, should be permitted to stnjid 
upon the statutes." 


No claim 4B rande by Governor La Fol- 


lette or any of his friends, that all the 
defects in our tax laws can be remedied 
during one session of the le(rjslature. It 
is- claimed, however, that some little ef- 
fort should be made by suoh men as 
Senator WhiteJicad to 'correct some of 
the most glaring dofepts. No proof-was 
erer submitted to show that the figures 
.above referred to presented by the gov- 
ernor in his message to the legislature 
were Act'entirely. ftCQura'tt, " 
'- 


undisputed, therefore, that all real es- 
tate pays more than twice as much, 
taxes as the railroads in proportion to 
values, and nearly four 
times as much 


as the personal property. Or in other 
words, the' laboring man -who own* his 
own home, and the farmer, pay 
from 


two to four times their jnst share of the 
taxc.-. 
_ 


Tn reply to my question as to what 


Mr. Whitehend had done during the last 
session of tlie legislature to try to rem- 
edy these evils, you correctly state, I 
believe, (lint the railroad taxation; bills 
were heard before the joint committees 
on assessment -and collection 
of taxes, 


and that when the hearings were com- 
pleted, Mr. Hall, chairman of the assem- 
bly committees, made a valiant fight for 
the passage of both measures in the as- 
sembly. You also correctly state that 
Mr. Whitehcad, chairman of the scna-ie 
committee, did nothing whatever 
with 


either of these bills until they were de- 
feated in the aseemWy, when he prompt- 
ly withdrew them in the senate. You 
try to excuse Mr. Whitehead's failure to 
report these bills, by • saying in eflect 
that the primary election bill 
was ab- 


sorbing all his time and attention. 
There is nothing in the Senate Journal 
to show that Mr. Whtehead ever did 
anything to assist in constructing and 
passing 'a primary election law. excent 
thB Hagemeister bill, which all concede 
was a sham and a fraud. On the other 
hand, it dscs show that he did all in his 
power to obstruct all legislation that 
would do away with the power of the 
political "bossi" and that would compel 
corporations and others, to pay the 
same rate of taxation as the farmer and 
householder. But, you say, "the legisla- 
ture was notified by Mr. Adams when he 
opened the debate on the primary elec- 
tion bill, the first week 
in February, 


that no amendments were expected and 
that, if any members had objection* to 
the bill they were expected to stand by 
them, and not seek 
a compromise." 


Who was Mr. Adams, that his orders 
should be so faithfully obeyed by 
Mr. 


Whitchead, and other senators? He was 
neither governor 
of the state, nor a 


member of the legislature, but a private 
citizen, expressing 
liis own sentiments 


on the subject. I have read all of Mr. 
Whiti'hoad's letters, but in none of them 
does he explain .why he did not present 
an election bill or taxation measure that 
would conform 'with' his own ideas 
of 


what such laws should'be. The Stevens 
bill is not an issue in this campaign, as 
the editor 
of the Journal well knows, 


but is the scapegoat through which Mr. 
Whitehcad and the other members of 
the "Pfister league" are trying to dis- 
tract the attention of voters from the 
real issue, viz, just and equal taxation. 
Xo one lias any desire to deprive the 
rich of any of their just righU, but Gov. 
I^a Follette and his supporters, are 
in 


favor of lows that will compel them

pay taxes on the same basis of valua-

laboring man. 


In yor.r editorial referred

quoted a few words from the governor's

T have given his exact lan- 


guage to show just whut he did say in 
that connection. I wish the entire mes- 
sage couid be rend by all the voters of 
Racine county, before 
the 
next cau- 


cuses.

Summer treatment of the San Jose 


scale should begin as early as the luth 
of June and be continued until Sopt 15 
at least, with intervals of not more 
than tun days between sprayings. This 
will destroy a, very large psrcentage ot 
the young- and thus prevent its spread- 
ing. 
. 
Two different mixtures can be used— 


viz, whale oil soap, used at the rate of 
one-fourtli pound to one gallon o£ wa- 
ter (this mixture will not injure the 
foliage of tree frnits), and a mechanical 
mixture of kerosene and water in the 
proportion o£ oue gallon of kerosene to 
ten of water, or what is called a 10 pet 
cent solution. It csn be used with safe- 
ty on all tree fruits except the peach. 


For winter treatment, which mecns 


wLile the leaves are off, a stronger so- 
lution of whale oil soap and water can 
be used., two pounds of the former to 
oue gallon of the latter. 


Kerosene from 20 to 100 per cent has 


been used witb widely different results. 
The why has not been determined yet. 
Consensus cf opinion is that it should 
be ust-d on a sunshiny day. the higher 
the temperature tlio better. 


Tbe whale oil soap solutions can be 


used with any of the better class ot 
sprayers. 
The kerosene mixture re- 


quires a specially constructed one witb 
a device for tho mechanical mixing of 
the kerosgne and water, of which thera 
are a number on the market. 


In tlie destruction of trees, shrubs, 


vines, etc., infected with the San Jose 
scale great care should be taken that 
stumps and sprouts ore grubbed out 
thoroughly and burned with the trunk 
and branches; otherwise your worlt 
will b< In vain rind the Infection but 
temporarily checked, not destroyed.

An open tent over a 
platform had been erected for the speak- 
ers and officials and standing at the 
front of the platform President Roose- 
velt presented each new officer with his 
diploma- 


It -was expected the president would 


make a few remarks, but he simply shook 
hands with each cadet. On the platform 
besides the president were Gen. Horace 
Porter, Gen. Miles, Secretary Root, Sec- 
retary 
Moody, 
Postmaster 
General 


Payne, the Chinese Minister, Wu Ting 
Fang, Senator Pettus of Alabama, Sena- 
tor Qnarles of Wisconsin, Gov. Odell, the 
Italian ambassador, Mr. Dea Planches, 
Generals Corbin, Young, Schofield. Me- 
Cook, Brooke, the Right Kev. Dr. Comi- 
ty, the academic board of the academy, 
Chekib Bey, and Congressman Pick of 
Ohio. 


The audience, 
comprising ladies in 


fashionable summer costume and the en- 
tire c-adet corps and several hundred vis- 
itors occupied chairs on the lawn under 
tret-s and the clear sky and beautiful 
scenery about West-Point gave live- ex- 
ercises a picturesque setting. 


The speakers were General Dick for 


the board oi visitors, Secretary Root for 
the government and General Miles for 
the army. 


General Dick said in part alter giving 


advice to the cadets: 


"The wars conducted by the United 


States never have been 
for conquest. 


Cuba is now a sister republic and Porto 
Rico has more freedom and contentmem 
than ever. The war with Spain was un- 
avoidable and we came into the posses- 
sion of the Philippines 'tis a. result. Our 
authority must be as absolute as our re- 
sponsibility. That we will stand glor- 
iously in the work we ha.vc taken up in 
the Philippines, the world now knows." 


Secretary Root said it was a funda- 


mental 
principle that 
the 
military 


branch 
of the government, should be 


subject to the control of the civil. The 
regular army in time of war, he said, was 
a nucleus of a greater organization in- 
cluding the militia and national guard 
and he advised the cadets to get the good 
will of these bodies and of citizens in- 
terested in the army. 


The secretary told how an old officer 


i nthe late war happened to come under 
the command of a young volunteer oift- 
er and yet continued to do his duty with- 
out giving any sign of the feelings he 
must have had as an old and faithful sol- 
dier. "His conduct attracted attention 
and the president,'' said 
the 
speaker, 


"picked him out to lead the American 
2.rmy to Pekin, Gen. A. R. Chaffee. Jt 
was because he ruled his own spirit that 
the president thought he could take a 
city. 


The crowd of visitors gradually left 


early in the afternoon and after the 
president had gone there were few left 
on th ;academic grounds. 


Gen. 
Miles' remarks were chiefly those 


of an older, to younger officers and re- 
ferred almost wholly to the business of 
war. 
He said 
there were supreme 


moments in the life of a soldier, one 
•when an officer knows he, is. doing just 
•what the enemy thinks he is not and 
•when he feels one more victory has been 
added 
to American glory. Gen. Miles 


•was loudly cheered and applauded when 
he arose to speak.

gages, and upon which they have not in 
the past paid taxes and that these per- 
sons have attempted 
to prevent him 


from discharging the duties of his office, 
in his efforts to ascertain the real facts 
for the purpose of taxation. 


The answer further alleges that an as- 


sociation has been formed, with the ob- 
ject of preventing the defendant from 
discharging the duties of his office and 
that the members in this association 
nave contributed money to a fund to be 
expended in the unlawful purpose of pre- 
venting him from performing the duties 
of his office. That the defendant ia in- 
formed and believes that Hugh R. Ed- 
wards, the relator, has a sum exceeding 
$42,000 loaned on real estate mortgages 
in this county, that he has never paid 
any personal property tax and has avoid- 
ed and prevented these mortgages from 
being assessed for taxation.

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10,000 SURRENDERED 


Many of Boers Who Fought British 


Mere Children—Bitter Againstj 


France and Germany. 


PRETORIA, Wednesday, June 11.— In 


all 10,225 Boers have surrendered up to 
date. Many 
are youngsters from 
11 


years up. The majority of them are un- 
der thirty, though some of the burghers 
who have surrendered are septuagenar- 
ians. Reports from all the districts say 
that the burghers are increasingly friend- 
ly, The 
oniy 
bitterness 
observable 


among the leading Boers here is against 
Prance and Germany. They declare the 
war was protracted unnecessarily owing 
to hopes held out by the French and Ger- 
man press. Some of the Boers are sc in- 
censed that they have expressed the hope 
that some clay they will fight on the side 
of the British against one of these pow- 
ers. 


The anticipated friction between the 


surrendered Boers and their former com- 
rades of the national scouts has not ma- 
terialized to any extent. 


The Boers admit they received ammu- 


nition through Portuguese territory, 


Gen. 
Dewet says the youngsters were 


his best fighters and frequently held po- 
sitions after 
the older burghers had 


cleared out. The Boers of the Orange 
River colony are 
handing in only a 


small percentage of their ammunition. 
They explain that they used most of it 
in hunting game since the peace agree- 
ment wns signed. 


Addressing the surrendered Boers at 


Kronstadt, Orange River Colony, Gen, 
Elliott said the only 
wish of King Ed- 


ward and the British people was to help 
the burghers and get them back to their 
farms as soon as possible. The king, 
the general added, had telegraphed con- 
gratulating the burghers on the good 
stand they had made. This announce- 
ment was greeted with lusty cheers for 
the king aid for Lord Kitchener.

The beginning of the • iron molders' 


strike., which has 
been anticipated for 


some time, is now on and it is feared 
many more will join their ranks before 
Saturday night if the 
difficulties 
are 


not settled. 


Yesterday afternoon thirty-four mold- 


ers, the entire number employed at the 
shops of the Holbrook-Armstrong cora- 
pnny, walked out upon receiving the 
final answer of the manager and superin- 
ttndent, John Armstrong, that his com- 
pany would not comply with the de- 
mands of a notice served upon the com- 
pany by the Molders 
union No. 310^ 


which was supposed to take 
effect, .on 


May 1. 


The molders are nil firm in the opin- 


ion that they will not return until 
the 


company complies with their demands;. 


Several of the molders in conversation 


with a Journal reporter today stated 
that they were not ^making more than 
an ordinary' laborer's wages, and tnafc 
was those men who were doing piece 
work at the foundry. 


In the past they have been working 


ten hours per day, and the scale which 
has been paid them was $2.50 per day 
for bench molders and $2.65 
for floor 


men, 
while others were working on a 


varied 'scale on piece work. The notice 
sent out by the officers of the union to 
all the managers of the grey iron foun- 
dries, which was to take effect on May 1 
was a demand for the adoption of a 
scale of $2.65 per day for bench molders 
and $2.85 per day for floor men, while 
.the men working on the piece work 
should receive a rate of 5 per" cent on 
every dollar's worth of casting turned 
out. 


The molders claim that no attention 


was paid to their demands and that the 
management of the shop only replied to 
them that they would sign the scale if 
the other shop men in the city would 
do the same, thing. 


This afternoon State Business Mana 


ger Bohn of Milwaukee arrived in 
the 


city, and after a short meeting at 
the 


Trades and Labor council hall went to 
meet the officers 
of the Holbrook-Arm- 


strong company. 


The company had this afternoon com- 


plied with all the demands of the union 
wtih the exception of the scale of 5 per 
cent increase on the piece work and this 
they claim they cansot pay. What will 
be the outcome of the strike cannot be 
stated at this time., but it is feared that 
it will spread to the other ships of the 
city. 


Regarding the conditions in the other 


shops, the men are 
nil at work. The 


officers 
of the Chalmer's factory on 


Twelfth street have complied with the 
demands of the molders' union. At the 
Dickey foundry the matter is still hang- 
ing fire and it is feared that the men 
who are at work wilt be called out if 
the difficulties are not soon settled. 


This evening a mass meeting of the 


molders will be held and the matters 
pertaining to the strike 
will be dis- 


cussed, and some arrangement may be 
made to have a general arbitration con- 
ference with the managers of tKc vari- 
ous shops. 


One of the officers 
of the Holbrook- 


Armstrong company was called up 
by 


phone this afternoon and said it 
was 


true, that possibly thirty-four molders 
were out.

The company he said, had signed one

AHBITRAIP_1S REMEDY 


Important Steps Taken in Chicago 


Toward Preventing Strikes. 


Teamsters and Street Car Employe* Make 


Agreement* With Their Employer* 


to Last One Year. 


CHICAGO, June 12.—Arbitration of la- 


bor disputes has won two important vie> 
tories in Chicago. The teamsters have 
reached an agreement with the team 
owners and employers, and. after a long 
conference between.the officials and em- 
ployers of the City Railway company an 
arbitration agreement has been adopted. 
This 'ends the last danger of a strike on 
the south side traction lines. 


Committees of .the Teamsters' Union 


and of the team owners and employers 
met at the Great orthern hotel, talked 
over the arbitration plans, and adopted 
them. They ^vere incorporated in a res- 
olution the vital portion'of which reads 
as follows: 


"The ^contracting parties agree to,sub- 


mit to the arbitration 'of this board all 
differences between; the "contracting par- 
ties which do now or may arise during 
the life.of this agreement." 


The agreement lasts lone year from 


date. It gives to the ..union a full rec- 
ognition of its right to exist and treat 
with the employers. It gives to the enir 
pjoyer the knowledge that there will be 
no sympathetic strikes : during its life. 
These two points, the-most vital in 
trades unionism, have never before been 
incorporated into such -"an 
agreement. 


The board is a representative one and 
contains the business agents of the un- 
ions and the heads of the largest team- 
ing interests concerned.

RECALLS CRUEL MURDER

Fight of an Alleged Adopted Son 


to Obtain Burlington Property. 


Left-by the Late Anton Co»k-D»elded 


Against Him-Murder in 1865 


Recalled. 


In the county court yesterday, as,was 


briefly stated in .the Journal last even- 
ng, Judge Max W, Heck rendered a de- 
cision in the celebrated Cook case. Tes- 
timony heard revealed ,an,interesting 
and remarkable story, dating back over 
fifty years. Anton Cook, when a boy 14 
years of age, emigrated from Germany 
;o America. In the year 1845 or 1846, 


located in the town of Burlington, 


Where he took up land. Soon he owned 
a fine farm and when of age married. 
His wife died and there were no chil- 
dren. He married a second, time and 
nine children were born. One day dur- 
ing the year of 1865 Mr. Cook 
sold a 


large amount of grain and received sev- 
eral hundred dollars. With his wife he 
went to Burlington, leaving a, little niece 
14 years old and two children at home. 
When they returned at night a horrible 
sight met their eyes. The niece and the 
two children had ben murdered, literally 
cut to 
pieces with an ax. Bureau 


drawers and other places in the house 
had ben broken open, evidence that the 
murder was committed, "by some person 
having robbery in view. The murderer 
was never apprehended. In 1873 Cook 
died leaving an estate' worth $25,000, 
but no will. The surviving wife arid 
three children took possession of the 
property/ Recently they: applied in the 
county court for a certificate of admin- 
istration. 


About this time a man appeared and 


said that he was Charles Cook, an 
adopted son of the late Anton Cook, and 
claimed to be one of the heirs of the 
estate. This stranger said that his 
name when born was Charles Brockman; 
that his parents placed him in a Catho- 
lic institute and that Cook adopted him 
in 1857; that papers were made out' in 
the county court of -Racine, but burned 
in the fire of 186L',when all records were 
destroyed.

Tornado Rushes Over Central 


Part of StateCausing Ruin and 


Death in Its Progress. 


Three Young Ladies at Dance Near Bloomington 


Killed-Latter City Suffers 
Severely 


But no Loss of Life is Reported 


—Iowa Also 
Suffers. 


CHIGAGO, June II.—Meagre reports 


redeived here tell of a, destructive tor- 
nado which last night swept from the 
southern boundary of Wisconsin through 
central Illinois as far south as Blooming- 
ton, with ramifications west of the Mis- 
sissiesippi. 


At Meraa, 111., three lives were lost 


and twenty people injured. Laurel, a 
lifetle town in Marshall county, Iowa, is 
saidie-to-have-'been wiped out by the, fury 
of-the storm. 


Bloomiagton, 111., was hit severely and 


•buildings in all parts of the city were 
seriously damaged and 
traffic blocked 


So iar ae w,as known early no lives were 
losknn • Bloomiiigton. 


Wires were blown down in every direc- 


tion and--it was with extreme difficulty 
that any information was secured. Crews 
from the telegraph and telephone com- 
panies offices left Chicago &arly to begin 
the work of restoring the shattered 
lines. 


The storm swept through the state 


about midnight, accompanied by electri- 
cal discharges of a severe nature. For 
seven hours Chicago could obtain no 
communication 
with the cities in the 


path of the storm, 


THREE KILLED AT DANCE. 


BLOOMINGTON, 111., June .11.—Death 


and destruction followed in the wake of 
the worst tornado last night that has 
ever visited central Illinois. The wind 
wrought ruin and woe and the property 
loss will be tens of thousands of dollars. 
There is no way really of estimating the 
loss at present, owing to the uncertainty 
as to the effect upon the growing crops, 
which, it is feared, suffered heavily. 


The saddest feature, however, was the 


killing of throe young women'who were 
attending a dance at the. town hall of 
Merna, a small village ten miles east of 
this city. There was a party of 250 
young men and women at the dance in 
the hall when the tornado struck the 
building about 
11 o'clock last night. 


Everybody'rushed for the door. A num- 
ber of young men held the doors to p/e- 
vent the people from escaping, fearing 
that they might be injured "or killed if 
they got outside. About half of them, 
however, escaped, and then the building 
collapsed. The 
others, were buried in 


the wreck. Three wore killed and forty 
or fifty others more or less injured, some 
of them seriously. The dead: 


Mis.-i Lena Jahagam. 
.Mrs. Edward Martin, 
Miss .Anna Kelly. 
All are daughters ot prominent farm- 


ers in the vicinity. The bodies were 
horribly mutilated by the heavy timbers. 
Quite a number of young men and wo- 
men were taken from the ruins in an un- 
conscious condition , and some of them 
are still in that state, and is is feared 
there .may be other deaths. 


The storm struck 
LWerna 
with 
the 


greatest fury—greater than .-any other 
place in the county. .Manv of .the finest 
houses and barns were destroyed. 


DAMAGE AT"BLOOMINGTON. 


The storm reached Bloomington about 


11 p. m., commencing with a furious 
electrical display. 
Rain 
accompanied 


the wind and the business district suffer- 
ed severely. Many plate, glass windows 
were blown in and the stocks of goods 
badly damaged. Hundreds - of the. best 
trees in the city were broken off at the 
trunks and the streets are almost im- 
passable. Telegraph and telephone poles 
were broken off short and the wires add- 
ed to the blockade. Buildings all over 
the city were damaged but no lives were 
lost. A man standing on West Washing- 
ton street was blown 300 feet but es- 
caped with only bruises. Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, just on the eve of commencement 
week, had its roof blown off, and was 
badly damaged. 


The railroads report damaged tracks 


due to washouts and a number of freight 
wrecks due to telegraph poles falling on 
the tracks. So far as known, no one was 
killed or injured. 


Efforts are making to reach the small 


towns in the county, as it is believed 
several of thejn must have suffered more 
or less damage. No fatalities occurred 
except at Merna, so far as now known. 


, FURTHER LOSS OF LIFE. 


PEK1N, 111., June 11.—A tornado pass- 


ed over Taswell county last night kill- 
ing three and fatally injuring two per- 
sons at Kingston. The dead:

The. entire east end of the village of 


1,000 people was av/ept .away; The tor- 
nado struck Kingston about 2 p. m. and 
lasted about a half an hour. Physicians 
Irona Pekin, Glasston and,.

were summoned. 
In'Grovelarid, Mirier, 


Hopedale and Delavan houses were blown 
down but so'far as known no one was 
seriously injured. The most destruction 
seems to have been at Kingston.

AGAINST BRITISH ARMY 


On Return Home to Ireland Was Elected 


to Hoase of Commons—Could Not 


be Deterred From-Attempt- 


ing to Take II ia Seat. 


LONDON, 
June 
11.—Col. Arthur 


Lynch,• who fought .with the Boers in 
South Africa and who, in November last, 
was elected to represent Gal way in the 
house of commons, was arrested this 
morning on his arrival at'New Haven 
from Dieppe, France. Col. Lynch, who 
was accompanied 
by his wife, was 


brought to London and was afterwards 
taken to the Bow Street police station. 


Subsequently Col. Lynch was arraigned 


at the Bow Street police court on the 
charge of treason and was remanded 
until Saturday, June 14, after 
formal 


evidence of his arrest had been pre- 
sented. 


The prisoner sat in the dock appar- 


ently unconcerned until the magistrate 
asked him if he had anything to say in. 
reply to the charge. Then he arose and 
replied almost inaudibly, "No, sir." 
He 


did not aply for bail and was taken 
to 


the cells.

Mr. GtttliiRH on Taxation. 


Editor Dail}' Journal: 


I have read your editorial 
in Satur- 


day's paper, in which you discuss my 
communication which appeared in your 
issue of May 31, and will ask permission 
to use n little of your valuable space to 
reply to the same. 


You criticise'Governor La: Follette, 


and try to show that he was to blame 
for the failure of the railway taxation 
measures to be enacted into laws, and 
you assume to quote parts of sentences 
that appeared in his message to the 
legislature, to prove that he was not in 
hnrmony 
with 
the 
tax 
commission.' 


You say: 
"That when the railway at- 


torneys came to argue their bills before 
the 
legislative committee that they 


quoted the governor's message to 
the 


disadvantage of the tnx commission." 
Among other things you stated that the 
governor had said in his message that 
the railroads "had been fairer than the 
average of individuals," and "that they 
had been paying 20 5-100 per cent as 
against 12 9-100 per cent paid by other 
people 
on their personal property." 


Any one who will read the message will 
sec 
ab 
a 
glance 
that 
it 
is 


misleading to quote the above without 
giving correctly the whole sentence from 
which it was taken. Governor La Fol- 
lette in his message presented a 'table, 
prepared by the commissioner of statis- 
tics of Wisconsin, showing the assessed 
and market value of property of various 
kinds, and the taxes paid on each. He 
then said, "These tables show tha-t per- 
sonal property is assessed only 12 9-100 
per cent of-its market value, .railways 
are assessed only 20 5-100 per cent of 
their market value, while real estate is 
assessed nearly 45 per cent of its mar- 
ket value, and presents a startling dis- 
closure, calling for prompt action on the 
part of the legislature. 
This action 


should discriminate neither in fa,vor 
o* 


or against any class or interest, but each 
individual and every corporation 
tran- 


sacting '"business within the state, except 
such fraternal and other-associations as 
arc now expressly .exempt from taxation 
by law, should be required to pay a just- 
ly proportionate share of the tuxes." A 
careful perusal 
of 
the whole .message 


shows that the governor was in full ac- 
cord with the tax commission. 


Among other things he said: "Though 


lit may require another biennial period 
-to'complete this work of *he tax com- 
mission, the fact should under no cir- 
cumstances, be madotlie excuse or jus- 
tificivtion for delaying such corrections 
of manifest inequalities a« it is*'possible 
.for the present legislature to effect. In- 
deed, the great task of -the- commission 


+;in constructing a complete system may 
be aided by. remedying every defect pos- 
sible 
in-the existing lalv, either by 


amendment or independent sot a£ this 
session, thus advancing along the line of 
revision, and testhsg results wherever 
possible. In the meantime the excess of 
burfien which has so long rested-''upon 
certJiin diasses of our citizens would be 
transferred to those who have carried 
less than 'a proportionate share in the 
past. Every act of government should 
be faiif and just, and no portion of the 
system which allows certain; classes of 
property to escape taxation, "wholly ar 
in part, should be permitted to stand 
upon the statutes," 


No claim is mnde by Governor La Fol- 


lette or any of his friends, that all the 
defects in our tax laws can be remedied 
during one session of fhe-legiolatxire. It 
is claimed., however, that some little ef- 
fort, sheuld be made by su«h men as 
Senator Wbiteliead to 'borrect some of 
the most glaring defeots. No proof'was 
erer sitbrriilted to show tnat tie figures 
.above referred to presented by the gov- 
ernor in. his mefisage to the legislature 
were not* entirely; accurate. It remains 


undisputed, therefore, that all real es- 
tate pays more than twice as much 
taxes as the railroads in proportion to 
values, and nearly four times as much 
as the personal property. Or in other 
words, the* laboring man -who owns his 
own home, and the farmer, pay from 
two to four times their just share of the 
taxes. 


Tn reply to my question as to what 


Air. Whitehead had done during the last 
session of the legislature to try to rem- 
edy these evils, you correctly state. I 
believe, that the 'railroad taxatioir bills 
were heard before the joint committees 
on assessment and collection 
of taxes, 


and that when the hearings were com- 
pleted, Mr. Hall, chairman of the assem- 
bly committees, made a valiant fight for 
the passage of both measures in the as- 
sembly; You also correctly state;, that 
Mr. Whitehead, chairman of the senate 
committee,- did nothing', whatever with 
either. of. these bills until, they; were de- 
t'eated in the assembly, when he prompt-; 
jy withdrew them in the ^ senate. You 
try to excuse Mr. Whitebead's failure to 
report these bills, by.^saying in effect 
that the primary election bill was ab- 
sorbing all his time and -attention. 
There is nothing in the Senate Journal 
to show that Mr. Whtehead ever did 
anything to assist in constructing and 
passing a primary .election law, except 
the Hagemeister. bill, which all concede 
was a sham and a fraud. On'"-the other 
hand, it does show that he did all in his 
power to obstruct all legislation that 
would do away with the- power of the 
political "bossj" and that would compel 
corporations and others, to pay. the 
same rate of taxation as the farmer and 
householder. But, you say, "the legisla- 
ture was notified by Mr. Adams when he 
opened the debate on the primary elec- 
tion bill, the first week in February, 
that no amendments, were expected and 
that, if any members had objections to 
the bill they were expected to stand; by 
them, and not seek a compromise." 
Who .was Mr. Adams, that his orders 
should be so faithfully obeyed by 
Mr. 


Whitehead, and other senators? He was 
neither governor of the state, nor a 
member of the legislature, but a private 
citizen, expressing hjs own sentiments 
on the subject. I have read all of. Mr. 
WhiteliRad's letters, but in .none of them 
does he explain why he did not present 
an election bill or taxation measure that 
would conform 'with' his own ideas of 
what such laws should ^be. The Stevens 
bill is not an issue in this campaign, as 
the editor of the Journal well knows, 
but is the scapegoat through which Mr. 
Whitehead and -the other members of 
the ''Pflster league" 
are trying to dis 


tract the attention 
of voters -from the 


real issue, viz, just and equal taxation. 
No one has any desire to deprive the 
rich of any of their just rights, but'Gov. 
La Pollette and his supporters, are in 
favor of laws that will compel them 
to 


pay taxes on the same basis of valua- 
tions, as do the well-to-do farmer and 
laboring man. 


In your editorial 
referred to, you 


quoted a few words from the governor's 
message, which taken alone, gave a very 
different impression from that conveyed 
by the whole sentence from which they 
were taken. This possibly was not in- 
tended, and I have given his exact lan- 
guage to show just what he did say in 
that connection. I wish the entire mes- 
sage could be read by all the voters of 
Racine county, before 
the , next 
cau- 


cuses.

A SOITIT13RN EXAMPLE. 


A number of southern senators who 


have boon scolding the government and 
the Republican party for alleged brutal 
orders issued in the Philippines and al- 
leged cruel treatment on our part of the 
Filipinos in rebellion, are 
now much 


concerned 'over tlic revelation to this 
generation of a most horrible massacre 
committed by tlic rebel General Forest 
and his troops 
upon the occupants of 


Fort Pillow in Tennessee during the 
war of the rebellion. The details of this 
awful affair far surpasses anything the 
senators have been able to produce in an 
authentic way on I IIP part of our men 
in the Philippines. On pages 0539 and 
5C40 art1 to bo found 
the report of a 


committee of the 38th congress, 
first 


session, on this massacre. The details 
are ,truly horihle and reveal a .savagery 
on the part of Forest and his men ex- 
ceeding anything the Philippines have 
yet revealed oven in an alleged way. 
The confederates even violated the flag 
of truce of the fort defenders, removing 
their position in a more advantageous 
point that the Union troops be better 
attacked. The moment the flag retired 
the rebels, from their now point, ad- 
vanced with the 
no-quarter command 


and the report states the rebels slaugh- 
tered without mercy, sparing "neither 
age or sox, white or black, soldier or 
civilian. The men seemed to vie with 
each other in the devilish work. Men, 
women and 
even children, wherever 


found, were 
deliberately shot 
down, 


beaten, and hacked with sabers. Some 
of the children, not more than 10 years 
old, were forced to stand up and 
face 


their murderers while being shot. The 
sick and wounded were 'butchered with- 
out mercy, the rebeLs even entering the 
hospital buildings and 
dragging them 


oul to be shot, or killing them as they 
lay there., unable to offer Uie least re- 
sist enc-e." 


The above account is not that of the 


course of our troops towards the Fili- 
pinos., but that of confederate 
soldiers 


towards 
union 
troops and 
civilians 


cooped up in Fort Pillow near Memphis 
during the war of the rebellion under 
the command of the rebel General For- 
est. This i-; not pleasant history 
for 


former 
confederates 
and Democratic 


senators, but it is the records of his- 
tory. This, of course, would not excuse 
undue severity on our part towards the 
Filipinos, or unusual cruelty, but the 
truth is at no time have we exceeded the 
neceiisary course to protect ourselves 
and compel the Filipinos to observe 
at 


least a measure of deeencj". The testi- 
jnony before congress i.s showing a lot of 
Filipinos devilish cruelty, of barbarism, 
mutilation, of red-handed murder of 
our men, and if our men have been com- 
pelled to retaliate in a'way that the 
savages be given a lesson in the only 
way they could understand, it is well to 
remember the original order issued bv 
Abraham Lincoln himself, No. 100, wan 
put in force in the Philippines by army 
authority. This order i.s simply noth- 
ing but treatment in kind and had be- 
come necessary during the war of the 
rebellion because the rebels had depart- 
ed from the rules of war. 


. THE WORK OP THE LEAGUE. 


Had there never been a Republican 


league formed to combat in an organ- 
ized form 
the errors of La FolJefctism, 


the opposition of thousands of orthodox 
Republicans would have been made man- 
ifest just the .same. 
Upon the giving 


forth of the original primary election 
bill with the accompanying intimation 
the governor wanted it passed in its 
form and text as modeled by that skill- 
fill machinist.

der, and are. asserting those talking glib- 
ly of harmony should remember the har- 
monizing, as it is called, is entitled to 
some warrantees from the ones causing 
all 'the turmoil in the first place. 


It may have been a mistake 
to have 


organized open opposition to a regular- 
ly elected Republican governor. It may 
be setting an example now practically 
sure to be followed in the future, and it 
may be inserting a probe in the hands of 
some people who Inter on may chose to 
turn the probe and inflict 
injury upon 


their party where none is deserved, or 
may beat may be deserved but not good 
form to become hostile. Anyway be all 
this as it may, the Republican league 
haa; ^.pursued _ an admirable, course,, 


straight forward at all times and never 
resorting vo tricks unworthy of honor- 
able men. 
It has waged the contest 


against a most unwarranted alleged po- 
litical machine in the country, -and it 
has waged this contest honorably amid 
often tuistinted abuse and coarsest insin- 
uations leveled at the supposed founders 
and supporters of the league. It has 
met coarse abuse with honest criticism, 
it has seen its officers vilely slandered 
and yet it has pursued the even tenor 
of its way, and it is certain if in any 
future campaigns in this state it be- 
comes necessary to rise against objec- 
tionable legislation that the liberties of 
the people be preserved, no better model 
of opposition can be found than that of 
the present Republican state league. 


CAUSE FOR AMAZEMENT. 


Believers in the cause of protection to 


American industries growing gray in the 
good cause are at a total loas to account 
for the vindicativeness with which the 
champions of the beet sugar industry 
are assailed by men who, a few }'ears 
ago, could find no invectives too 'bitter 
with which to assail President Cleveland 
for his assaults upon the fortress of pro- 
tection. These men at the time William 
McKinley was perfecting his tariff bill, 
in which he provided for the tin plate 
industry, and candidly speaking, there 
was no industry of the sort in 1S90, not 
a pound of plate made in this country, 
filled the land with glowing predictions 
of what was to be, and certainly it did 
come to pass as all protectionists be- 
lieved. There was no talk of tin plate 
conspirators, of tin plate lobbies, of con- 
gress hearing in no uncertain tones from 
the real people, and such rot—of asser- 
tions not in a hundred years could the 
tin plate 
makers 
produce 
anywhere 


near sufficient 
for home consumption. 


Of this not a. word, but on the contrary, 
brilliant attacks upon the Democratic 
free traders and tariff reformers, and 
scathing denunciations upon all those 
who doubted. 


But it is true. 
Protectionists are 


amazed. Just why Henry Oxnard and 
American beet sugar growers and beet 
sugar manufacturers are isingled out for 
attack hns not yet been explained. The 
sugar trust of the old Cleveland clays is 
still the same old trust iu whose behalf 
former good protectionists are so zeal- 
ously laboring. 
But it is being whis- 


pered around that trouble exists in the 
protectionist camp, that unknown ca.nses 
have entered to make ill feeling and 
create jealousies. This is not so and 
the impression trying to be created that 
in the great west exists n. large, over- 
powering sentiment for tariff reform, for 
the wiping out of the tremendously fast 
growing 'beet sugar industry, and for the 
pulling down generally of the Republican 
temple of 
protection. 
It is of course 


untrue, and 
Republican congressmen 


have 
the 
undoubted endorsement of 


their constituents for their course upon 
the tariff. 


But there still remnins to be answered 


one point it^on which every manufact- 
urer who has amassed wealth in conse- 
quence of protection to industry, and 
every working man who has received 
jrood wages and who has created for 
himself a competence in his old age, will 
have to explain. That is if the 
beet 


sugar men arc conspirators, if they arc 
lobbyists, and if they are amassing 
wealth at the expense of their country- 
men, then, too, are thousands and mil- 
lions of Americans profit sharers in 
the 


iniquitous protective system—iniquitous 
according to those who would now down 
the growing industry being built up by 
the aid of a protective tariff. 


PHILIPPINE MEASURES. 


In the contention between the house 


and senate on the two Philippine meas- 
ures the lower branch of congress will 
be eal'.ed upon to show the mettle of 
which it is composed. It has been the 
fashion now for some time to say 
the 


house legislation was sent to the senate 
to be polished up and licked into shape, 
that such was expected and nothing 
thought of it. But the present occasion 
docs not warrant this usual process, if 
that idea 'be true, for the house Philip- 
pine measure 
is by far the superior of 


the senate measure. But in the legisla- 
tive mill it is impossible to predict just 
how things will be ground out. The 
house may recede on the main essentials 
of the Cooper measure, as to the fran- 
chise feature, as well as the estaiblishling 
of the native government, and thus leave 
the senate plan as the real thing. The 
country will much prefer the house 
measure in various portions because it 
recognizes the necessity for the earliest 
possible establishing of the civil govern- 
ment of the islanders, und provides for 
such with a government similar to that 
of Porto Rico, with 
one 
legislative 


'branch to be elected by the natives, in 
faet the house measure more closely fol- 
lows out the plans of Governor Taft. 


The house measure 
in its financial 


feature establishes the gold 
standard, 


while the senate measure establishes a 
stiver standard. As Governor Taft says 
it is better to reform the Filipinos upon 
a gold 'basis than upon a free silver 
baris, and that it will be better to give 
these people an elective lower house. 


If the senate measure 
contains any 


provision that could bn engrafted on the 
house measure to advantage, certainly 
adopt it. Take the best out of both, 
for compromise will be in order 
when 


the conference committees get together. 


OFFICIALISM. 


The statement is semi-officially 
sent 


out the legal departments at Washing- 
ton have no intention of proceeding 
ngainst the electrical trusts, the coal 
trust or any other trust, unless com- 
plaints are hud before them. Solicitor 
General .Richards himself has stated: 


"We have taken 
no action 
toward 


prosecuting the electrical trust. 
None 


is contemplated, for the reason that no 
cpjirpjaiAt • 4ms be.en^. jnadft^ to. 413. It1 is, 


not customary for 'the department - to 
take the initiative in matters of this 
kind, biii if a format complaint 
is laid 


before it, then the department will in- 
stititte an investigation to determine 
whether the.trust exists and begin pro-, 
secution, provided evidence which would 
justify us hi believing we, could secure 
a conviction could be obtained." 


In this view complaints will be -few 


and far between. Private parties will be 
and are slow to institute complaints on 
account of the expense involved and be- 
cause of perhaps insufficient proof 
to 


satisfy the exacting officers of the gov- 
ernment. Congress would that the pur- 
pose of the anti-trust Sherman law be 
carried out, go further and command 
the legal officers of the government to 
do that for which they are paid salaries. 
It has the appearance of congress like 
state legislatures enacting laws there is 
no intention of enforcing. There 
are 


some things public officials can no more 
help taking notice of than private par- 
ties, and the present offensive, rapacious 
and grasping trusts are such an exam- 
ple. If people are asking if the proceed- 
ings taken in the merger and meat trust 
are only for effect, they are not to be 
blamed. 


WHITEH.EAD TAXATION LETTERS. 


Senator Whitehead shows in his fifth 


letter on taxation that contrary to the 
.impression 
given out, the 
legislature 


while not passing any taxation law, yet 
materially strengthened and enlarged the 
powers of the tax commission. The ad- 
dition to the existing law provided for a 
county supervisor of assessors, and fur- 
nished rr.ethods of removing such assess- 
ors and members of review boards as 
failed to perform their duty. Further, 
the old state board of review was dis- 
pensed with and the tax commission sub- 
stituted. 


Again, the legislature gave the com- 


mission charge of all assessments, au- 
thority to call witnesses, and cali on per- 
sons, firms and corporations to give in- 
formation as to their property. It is 
seen that the recommendations of the; 
governor were listened to in this respect. 


The sixth letter discusses the Frost: 


mortgage tax bill and says the governor' 
in his inaugural message recognized the 
truth that unless the amount of mor't-; 
gage 
notes 
could be deducted fronr 


assessed valuation there was double tax> 
ation. The admission was qualified in 
another statement which favored the as- 
assessing 
of cash and 
securities. The 


senator then reprints the veto message 
of the Frost bill which failed to pass 
and the legislature, sustained the veto. 


3VEW FOREIGN mPLOMATS.

English government as ambassador to 
this country in place of the late Lord 
Pauncefote. 
This appointment, dis- 


patches say, had been foreshadowed, as 
selections of this import generally are, 
and the receptions of the foreshadows 
entirely satisfactory 
to all those con- 


cerned. 
Hon. Michael Henry Herbert 


comes with the rank of ambassador 
from Paris, where he has been first sec- 
retary to the English embassy, ranking 
as minister plenipotentiary, and with 
the reputation of a very able diplomat 
and an accomplished man of the world. 
It can be said greatly to the credit of 
this new embassador that can not be 
said of every diplomat England might 
send to 
\is> that Hon. Michael Henry 


Herbert is the husband of un American 
girl- 


It might not be in good taste to, in 


this paragraph, neglect'to also mention 
the fact that Spain has also sent us a new 
embassador .taking the place of the Due 
de Arcos. This new representative pf 
Spain is the Senor de Ojeda, who was 
the secretary of the Spanish peace com- 
mission at Paris, and at the time of this 
appointment minister of his country to 
Tangiers. 


THE WHITJEHEAD. LETTERS. 


Mr. Whitehead shows in 'his last let- 


ter Governor La Follette in his inaugural 
message ignored the repprt of the first 
tax, commission. The idea 
running 


through the document was it would not 
be such a difficult matter .to bring a 
needed reform about, though it is evi- 
dent that, the present tax commission 
has a different opinion and the facts and 
figures of the first report are a good ar- 
senal to draw from. 


The report of 1808 i.s frcaly cited from 


by Mr. Whitehead. This report refers 
to that of the Ohio commissioners who 
recommended that-all inquisitorial fea- 
tures of the existing laws be repealed 
and that assessments should be placed 
in the hands of disinterested and capable 
agents removed from immediate 
influ- 


ences of popular favor or disfavor. 


Mr. Whitehead, while again remarking 


the governor ignored the report of the 
first taxation, quotes from his message 
his remarks upon the injustice of tax- 
ation and gives his figures showing the 
large amount of mortgages and money 
escaping taxation. 


WORK OF TAX COMMISSION*. 


The eighth letter of Senator White- 


head is devoted mainly to consideration 
of the recommendations made by the 
present 
tax 
commission. Liberal ex- 


tracts are made from their report whk'h 
tend to show the commission had in mind 
no inquisitorial method, but one tuat re- 
quiring statements from taxpayers, yet 
left it optional with review boards 
to 


raise amounts.

Ten Persons Confined in Chicago 


Building Unable to Escape, 


VICTIMS, STRAPPED DOWN, 


MEET TERRIBLE DEATH 


Alderman "Blind Billy" Kent'* End Mo» 


Pitiable — Three Injured May 


Die-Eight Arrested—Full 


Investigation Promised 


CHICAGO, June 10—Of the thirty- 


four persons injured in the St. Luke's so- 
ciety hospital fire yesterday, it is feared 
that three will die, thus bringing the to- 
tal of teaths to thirteen. 
Those report- 


ed in a critical condition today were: 


T. T. Mears, Enosburg Falls, Vermont, 


'badly burned about face. 


A." W. Wattles, Chicago, badly burned 


and bruised. 


Mrs. Amelia Wilson, 
Chicago, badly 


burned. 


The other -thirty-one injured persons 


were reported better of their hurts, but 
most of them were still badly shaken in 
their nerves by the horror of what thy 
endured and witnessed yesterday. 


The eight men arrested last night are 


still held today, including O. E. Miller, 
president of St. Luke's Society. Miller 
is said to have lived in Denver at one 
time where he was in the banking busi- 
ness. A search of the records of 
the 


health department today failed to dis- 
cover any record showing that the hos- 
pital had been licensed according to the 
law. 


Coroner Traeger today sent his depu- 


ties to view the victims of the fire and' 
decided to postpone the inquest for a few 
days till a complete investigation has 
been made. 


"There will be a full investigation," 


eaid 
the coroner, ''and it may 
make 


somebody uncomfortable. We will, en- 
deavor to discover if the patients were 
strapped down, as reported, and if there 
was a sufficient number of attendants. 
If any one of the deaths was due to neg- 
ligence the guilty person or persons will 
be made to pay the penalty." 


Perhaps the most pitiable of all the 


deaths was that 
of Alderman "Blind 


Billy" Kent. Not only was he totally 
blind, but he was incased in a straight 
jacket with his hands strapped to his 
waist. Kent was an astute 
politician, 


Lad been member of the state, legisla- 
ture, and was a delegate to the Repub- 
lican national conventions of 1884, 1888, 
and 1892. His blindness was due to a 
gunshot wound received at the hands of 
a. saloon keeper. 


Samuel K. Markham, attorney for tin- 


men under arrest, said today that the 
society had applied several timps for a 
hospital license, but hnd always been re- 
fused because the people in the neigh- 
borhood of the hospital objected to the 
location of such 
an 
institution 
near 


them. He said that Mr. Miller applied 
ior a license after the society moved in- 
the hotel Woodruff, but had not receiv- 
ed it. 


PENNED IN FURNACE. 


While a score of men. some manacled, 


some in straight-jackets, 
many wild 


with the madness of drink and drug, 
beat furiously at the double-barred win- 


fore 3 o'clock, probably because of some 
trouble in the engine-room in the base- 
ment, and shut up 
toward: the roof 


through an elevator shaft. 
In 
an in- 


stant the fifty inmates of the sanitarium 
found themselves ciit off from all escape, 
most of them .being held captive by de- 
taining locks and bars, and the atten- 
dants and assistants about the . place 
had al they coult do to effect their own 
escape. 


On the top floor of the institution in 


the rear was what was known as "de- 
lirium tremens row," and here the fire- 
men, after the fire had been beaten 
back, found the charred remains of most 
of the. victims. 


With the sweep of the 
flames to the 


upper floors there, appeared at the win- 
dows to the north and the east and the 
south the faces of the startled 
unfor- 


tunates caged on the top floor. Those 
who were in the front portion of the 
building and who were not beset with 
bars and screens at the window ledges 
broke out the glass with their 
naked 


hands and crawled out on the copings, 
hoping to escape the terrible that that 
was assailing them from within. In the 
back rooms the violent members of the 
colony pressed their faces against the 
detaining irons and shrieked for aid. 


LEAP FOR THEIR LIVES. 


Some cf the more powerful ones, with 


a strength born of desperation, tore 
away the barriers and 
chanced their 


lives in a leap to the ground. 
Life nets 


were stretched in advance of their drop, 
and though those who took the awful 
chance were maimed or hurt, none were 
killed outright.

There seemed nothing for ns to do or 
eee either, for no drill' was ordered 
during the morning. 
Before dinner 


call was sounded I had lost all inter- 
est in tbe service and the war. I could 
think of nothing but our farm at Sum- 
merton and the people who occupied 
It My father had promised to visit 
me in camp before winter if the au- 
thorities would permit. How I hoped 
he would not do It! I should have been 
glad to have liStu see the camp of the 
Niuety-ninth, but the cavalry camp 
was very different. There seemed no 
end of detached tents and huts, with 
no particular purpose that I could dis» 
cover. Nothing was as I had expected. 


After dinner we boys had an oppor- 


tunity to see each other again. 
We 


enjoyed the meeting, but not its pur- 
pose, for each new recruit was given a 
shovel and set to digging post holes 
and ditches for some new "stables'that 
were to be built. 
I could have had 


plenty of digging without coming sev- 
eral hundred miles from home, for my 
father had long Intended to set a new 
fence. 
An excitable young French- 


man amoug the recruits seemed some- 
what of my way of thinking, for he 
suddenly, dropped his shovel and shout- 
ed:

Summer treatment of the San Jose 


scale should begin as early as the 15th 
of June and be continued until Sept 15 
at least, with intervals of not more 
than ten days between sprayings. This 
will destroy a very large percentage ot 
tbe young- and thus prevent its spread- 
ing. 


Two different mixtures can be used— 


viz,, whale- oil soap, used at the rate of 
one-fourth pound to one gallon of wa- 
ter (this mixture will not injure the 
foliage of tree fruits), and a mechanical 
mixture oC kerosene aud water In tho 
proportion of one gallon of kerosene to 
ten of water, or what is called a 10 per 
cent solution; It can be used with safe- 
ty on all tree fruits except tbe peach. 


For winter treatment, which means 


while tbe leaves are off, a stronger so- 
lution of whale oil soap and water can 
be used,, two pounds of the former to 
one gallon of tbe latter. 


Kerosene from 20 to 100 per cent baa 


been used witb widely different results, 
The why bas not bef.n determined yet. 
Consensus of opinion is that it should 
be used on a sunshiny day, tbe higher 
tbe temperature the better. 


Tho whale oil soap solutions can be 


used with any of the better class of 
sprayers. 
The kerosene mixture re- 


quires a specially constructed one witb 
a device for the mechanical mixing of 
the kerosguc and water, of which there 
are a number on the market. 


In the destruction of trees, shrubs, 


vines, etc., infected with the San Jose 
scale great care should be, taken tbai 
stamps and sprouts are grubbed out 
'thoroughly and burned with the trunk 
and branches; otherwise your worit 
will b« in vain and the Infection but 
temporarily checked, not destroyed. 


Crude oil is another remedy, but this 


can be %uscd; only when the trees

The report of Henry D. Robinson, war- 


den of the. college, was submitted. 
It 


shows that the grammar school of the 
college is the largest in 28 years, having 
enrolled 130 students the past year. The 
increase of the school is between $3,000 
and $4,000 ahead of Uhc expenditure dur- 
ing the past year. 


Several friends of the school have in- 


sured the life of the warden in favor of 
the college on a ten years' endowment 
plan for $10,000. This will net at the 
end of that period about 812,000. On ac- 
count of the increase of pupils it will be 
necessary to prepare Taylor hall for oc- 
cupancy'before the autumn term begins. 
In order to do this it will take about $2,- 
500; the. school also needs $1,000 for the 
proper equipment of the physical - and 
chemical laboratory and $500 for new 
gymnasium apparatus. $4,000 will made 
this needed improvement. The rates of 
tuition for boarders in the institution 
who enter after this date will be from 
$375 to $42-3 per annum, dependent on 
location.

TOO MUCH MOISTURE. 


Complai» of Exce*iiv« Bali 


Crop* en Lew Ground Turning Tclloiv 
MILWAUKEE, June 11.—Farmers of 


the state are complaining of excessive 
moisture. The rains of the past two 
weeks have been heavier in the southern 
and western-counties than elsewhere, ac- 
cording .to -the crop-bulletin of the local 
weather bureau issued yesterday, and in 
many sections littile cultivating has been 
done'on account of wet weather. 


Reports received by the bureau from 


correspondents in the northern section 
state that crops made good growth dur- 
ing the past week. -Hay will be a, heavy 
crop, while clover is beginning to bios 
som. In the middle counties too much 
rain 'has delayed cultivation and small 
grain is becoming very rank and tender. 
Corn is being worked betweert. showers, 
and potatoes ahe doing well. Crops on 
low ground are turning yellow. In Rock 
an'd Sank counties, in the southern sec- 
tion, tobacco,planting has begun, and the 
meadows and small grain look well. 
Heavy rains of the past week have made 
the lowlands too wet to cultivate and 
weeds are making rapid growth.

CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


Corn: 1-he continued wet weather has 


delayed the completion of planting, and 
in, some instances fields^ that. were'par- 
tially prepared for corn will be used, for 
other crops. -Early plantings are up and 
growing well but the fields are .becoming! 
very weedy. Practically no cultivation 
has been attempted, on account of :fhe 
wet condition of the soil. On low lands 
and clay soil the plants are beginning to 
turn yellow on account of the excessive 
moisture. Winter wheat and rye have 
made good growth, but in some localities 
the high winds during the week caused 
rye to lodge badly, A heavy hay crop 
is now practically assured. Clover is in 
full bloom in the southern and central 
sections and will be ready to cut by the 
latter part of the present month. Pas- 
ture abundant and of excellent quality.

potatoes 


rotting in the ground, generally the early 
plantings appear very thrifty. Very lit- 
tle cultivation has been done on account 
of the wet weather. Strawberries are 
beginning to ripen and a fair crop is an- 
ticipated.
